plants all over the country. Mr. Frank Fitzgibbon in his 
very adroitly worded statement referring to the Everett 
plant in Newark, said: "AH of the hand blown factories, 
.six in all, have been repaired and put in condition to re- 
sume operations, but are now only awaiting a reversal of 
present conditions."
